WASHINGTON — Struggling to 
.stave off impeachment, President 
Clinton’s defenders forccfuUy plead- 
ed his case Tuesday before the 
House Judiciary Committee. One 
moderate GOP lawmaker signaled 
suppoTT for fpn- nirA ns an altemafivc 
puiushment. 

“As surely as we know that what . 
he did was sinful, wc also know it is 
not impeachable,” White House 
lawyqr Gregory Oraig told a commit- 
tee bristling . with skeptical

WASHINGTON ~ The warming of 
"*The'1£arth in this" century Is withour 
precedent in at least 1.200 years and 
• cannot be fully explained by any 
known combination of natural 
forces.. one of the federal govern- 
ment’s top climate scientists said 
this week. 

New- research that docunsmts cli- 
mate change as- far back as the Holy 
Roman Empire Ls strengthening the 
argument that humans are partly 
responsible tor the riling tempera- 


tures. said Jonathan Ovcrpcck, head . 
of the paleoclimatology program for 
the National Oceanic and Atmos- 
■phericAdmlnistralion. 

■'There is no period that vi-C can 
. recognize in the last 1,200 years that 
was as svarm on n global Jtasis," said 
Ovcrpcck, who presented his find- 
ings at a meeting of the American 
Ceophysigal Union in San Francisco, 
“niat makes what we’re now seeing 
more umisual, and more difficult to 
explain without turning to a ‘green- 
house gas* mechanism."
